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The Development of the Architectual 

League 



THE Architectual League had its origin in the Archi- 
tectual Sketch Club, formed in the fall of 1879, which 
held its meetings in the rooms of Howard Walker and 
Willliam A. Bates, at No. 45 West 35th street, and the 
members were F. H. Bacon, William A. Bates, Alfred E. Barlow, 
P. P. Furber, Cass Gilbert, Thomas Hastings, Clarence Johnson, 
John Riley and C. H. Walker, most of whom were at that time in 
the employ of Herter Brothers. In 1880 the name was changed to 
the Architectual League with a view to the affiliation of decora- 
tive painters and sculptors. By the spring of 188 1, however, most 
of the former members had gone to Europe to study and travel, 
and a new organization was effected, among whom were Charles 
I. Berg, Clarence H. Blackall, Arnold W. Brunner, Edward H. 
Clark, John L. DuFais, John H. Duncan, Wm. C. Hazlett, John 
Beverley Robinson, J. A. Schweinfurth, Bernard Vonnegut and 
Daniel W. Willard ; on February 18th the following were elected 
as the first officers : Daniel W. Willard, president ; Clarence H. 
Blackall, secretary, and John H. Duncan, treasurer, and rooms 
were secured on the upper floor of a building on the north side 
of Fourteenth street, between Broadway and Fifth avenue. 
The work of the League at this time was chiefly devoted to 
architectural sketches and problems. By the winter of 1885 
that interest had subsided, the rooms on West Fourteenth street 
had been given up, and with John Beverley Robinson as presi- 
dent, the meetings were held with monthly dinners at Morello's 



Restaurant, and the walls were hung with foreign sketches by 
the members who had been abroad and other architectural sub- 
jects by various members. 

During the incumbency of John L. DuFais and the second 
term of Mr. Robinson, the League gained many members and 
was incorporated November 2d, 1888. It continued to grow 
during the four successive terms of Russell Sturgis, but though 
the social features were successful and the financial conditions 
satisfactory, the membership was not strictly and entirely pro- 
fessional and therefore the constitution was amended limiting 
the qualification of all future candidates to those who had studi- 
ed or who were directly engaged in the practice of architecture 
or the allied arts. For a time the monthly dinners continued 
to be held at Morellos' ; then club rooms were rented on Forty- 
second street, opposite Bryant Park, and the annual dinners, 
with the exhibition, took place at Ortgies' Galleries on Fifth 
avenue, between Thirty-fourth and Thirty-fifth street. 

In 1892, on the completion of the building of the American 
Fine Arts Society, at 215 West Fifty-seventh street, the League, 
as one of its component bodies, obtained permanent quarters 
there and now maintains offices, rooms for meetings and a pro- 
fessional library, which by purchase and donation is steadily 
growing in value and importance, and is recommended to the 
use of members. Whereas very many members have shown 
their devotion to the League in other ways, no one was more 
loyal than the late Samuel P. Avery in his generosity to the 
library. 

The exhibitions have been held annually, (generally during 
the month of February), since 1886, and have gradually become 
to be of national importance, since here are represented many 
typical examples of the latest work of the architects, sculptors 
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and decorative painters throughout the United States. The 
admission is free to the public, except on two days of each 
week, when there is more ample opportunity for careful study 
of the exhibits. The opening of the exhibition with the annual 
dinner is the chief occasion of the year, when resident and non- 
resident members unite to honor special guests and to hear the 
discussion of topics of professional interest of the day. The 
reception on the following day invariably brings together a 
large and representative company by special invitation, and 
and the interest of the general public is further stimulated by 
the series of three lectures which are given during the continu- 
ance of each exhibition — all of which have tended to encourage 
the growing and intelligent appreciation of the objects of the 
League. 

The New York Chapter of the American Institute of Archi- 
tects established in 1904 a medal of honor to be awarded for 
distinguished merit in an executed work of architecture ; but 
as there were so few entries for this prize at the last exhibition, 
no award was made. It is hoped that the photographs and 
drawings for this competition will hereafter lend an additional 
interest to future exhibitions. 

Membership in the Architectural League of New York is now 
recognized by consuls of the United States, upon presentation 
of proper certificate, and the courtesy of free admission, with 
permission to sketch in foreign art galleries, is granted by the 
authorities.

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Twenty-First Annual Competition For The 

Gold and Silver Medals 

The Gold and Silver Medals will be presented to the competitors submitting the designs 
placed first and second, respectively. 

CONDITIONS. 

1. The competitors must be residents of the United States and under the age of thirty 
years. 

2. All designs submitted shall be the exclusive and individual work of the contestants, and 
no studio or otlier collaborated work shall be received. 

If the work of any of the contestants be challenged, as being other than here understood 
and implied, tlie contestant so challenged and the challenger will be given a hearing before the 
Committee on Competitions and Awards, and if the charge be proven to the satisfaction of the 
Committee, such contestant shall become ineligible for any of tne awards. 

3. All drawings shall be made in conformity with the following programme : 

Medal Competition. 

A SMALL CHAPEL TO ST. PETER; 

BUILT ON A ROCKY PROMONTORY OVERLOOKING THE SEA. 

This chapel is to be built of stone, rugged in character and strong in appearance, approached 
on land by a road and from the shore by means of a small patli, with landing for row boats. 
Its height above the sea level is about fifty (50) feet and it sets about one hundred (100) feet 
back from the shore. The Newfoundland fishermen are to attend religious services there before 
departing for the Fishing Banks. 

The Chapel proper is to accommodate about one hundred (100). 

There is to be a small sacristy, and a belfry is necessar>'. 

DRAWINGS> 

One elevation of facade facing the sea. 
One longitudinal section or a cross Section. 
One plan showing surroundings, path, road, dock, etc. 
One perspective. 

Each drawing is to be done on a sheet of paper 20 x 30 inches, and any style of rendering 
is acceptable. 

President's Prize. 

OPEN TO MEMBERS OF THE ARCHITECTURAL LEAGUE ONLY. 

The President of the League offers a Bronze Medal to be awarded to the best study for a 
MURAL PAINTING executed to the scale of one and a half inches to the f(X)t, in oil or 
water color. 

The subject will be "The Conclusion of Peace after War" and may be treated either 
symbolically or historically. 

The study executed to scale (as above) shall represent a panel 14 feet high by 12 feet wide, 
and shall contalin at least seven figures. 

The male figures shall scale six feet three inches. 

Henry O. Avery Prize. 

FOR SCULPTURE. 

A prize of Fifty Dollars (S50) presented by Samuel P. Avery, Esq., will be awarded for the 
best design for A WALL DRINKING FOUNTAIN IN A CITY STREET, TO COST $500. 
Models to be presented either in plaster or in composite clay, and to the scale of one inch 
to the foot.
